FOR DISABLED ^IEN 

For the training of crippled men in 
trades or occupations in which they can 
engage in spite of their handicaps the 
American Red Cross has establihed in 
New York city a school of re-education! 
known as the Red Cross Institute for 
Crippled and Disabled Men. The organi- 
zation of this institute has been made 
possible by a gift of over $50,000 by, 
Jeremiah Milbauk of New York, who 
early in the summer of the past year 
saw the wisdom, in the present necessity 
of industrial production, of putting dis- . 
ablcd men back on the payroll. The 
facilities of the institute will also be 
ut the disposal of the government for 
the rehabilitation of crippled soldiers and 
sailors. 

The activities of the institute, which i 
is ulready under oeration, include an 
employment bureau for cripples, indus- j 
triul and commercial training classes for 
disabled men, and departments of scien- 
tific research and popular education. 
MeinlxTH of the Institute's stall have 
been engaged for the past six months in 
studying the experience of the European 
countries in reconstructing their disabled 
feoldiers. 

The institute is housed in a large 
building at 311 Fourth avenue, in the 
heart of New York city. The structure 
was formerly occupied by the College of 
Physician* and Surgeons.

PARTIAL PAYMENT LIBERTY BOND 
BUYERS HANGING ON 

The percentage of persons who bought 
second Liberty bonds on the partial pay- 
ment plan, and who have been obliged 
to discontinue payments, is surprisingly 
small. The impression that heatless and 
workless Mondays caused a large number 
of purchasers to stop payments on their 
bonds is not borne out by facts learned 
in an invctigation, the renlt of which 
are just reported by the Liberty Loan 
Committee of New England. 

Inquiries were made of several bun 
dred corporations asking the number of 
subscribers and of defaulters to the first 
und second loans on the partial payment 
plan Replies have been received* from 
S12 corporations. The results show that 
for the entire New England states only 
five and one-half per cent of subscribers 
to the second loan have defaulted in tneir 
payments, as compared with 19 per cent, 
who defaulted in the first loan. 



The Plymouth County Farm Bureau 
will this year take advantage of the aet 
Aanthorizing municipalities to appro- 
priate money for its support The ad- 
visory board of the Farm Bureau here- 
tofore has never tried to take advantage 
of this rovision, although two towns 
last year, through the influence of the 
local directors, made appropriations for 
this purpose. The other farm bnreaus 
in the Commonwealth, however, adapted 
this praetiee last year and received a 



considerable proportion of their funds in 
this banner. 

Tltt Plymouth County Farm Bureau 
has Toted to ask from the 27 cities and 
tow M 0 f tue county a total of $1800 
to support its activities. To this end 
the seleetment have been urged to insert 
an article in their town warrant cov- 
ering ths matter. The local director in 
each case has been asked to bring the 
article to the attention of the voters and 
to make tse necessary motion. 



The expenses of the bureau in 1917 
were about $6000. One-fourth of this 
amount was raised by individual sub- 
scriptions and the balance came from 
federal, state and county treasuries. It 
is expected that the bureau will have as 
many subscribers this year, but most 
of them will be at the regular member- 
ship rate of $1 and the total amount of 
indipirual subscriptions will not reach 
the figure of last year. 

The bureau's expenses in 1918 will 



not exceed those of 1917 for it is pro- 
posed to confine its efforts to the es- 
sentials along three lines; that is/pro- 
duction of staple crops, home economics, 
Bnd boys' and "girls' club work- That 
the world needs quantities of staples 
such as corn, beans, potatoes, and pork 
is appreciated by every one. The farm 
bureau has been asked to lend its ac- 
tivity to the forwarding of this work, 
but needs the town support it is asking 
in order to fulfill its obligations.

Canteen Service of Red Cross 
Has Good Influence. 

Soldier. Are Given the Home Touches 
and Little Attentions That Mother 
Understands. 

n^ Sh l n f° n -~ Canteen 8 «vlce as 
provided by the American Red Cross 
for our soldiers In France Is one of the 
most potent Influences for keeping the 
men contented and In the right frame 
of mind to smash the Germans, says 
Mrs. Jean Hull, who Is In this country 
on two months' leave. 

"A canteen Is a long shack where 
the soldiers are served coffee, sand- 
wiches and more substantial food, as 
well as sweets. Here a soldier may 
get his clothes mended, may have 
them cleaned after the filth of the 
trenches, and If he Is homesick may 
pour out his heart to one of the Amer- 
ican women In charge." 

In other words, the canteen fur- 
nishes that homelike touch which 
means so much to a man three or four 
thousand miles from his family and 
friends. 

Mothers with boys in France or In 
training to go to France will bo made 
happy in knowing that such care Is 
given to their sons by the Red Cross. 
J The American women who have volun- 
j teered to run the canteens- are among 
the nation's most cultivated women. 
They are enduring conditions which 
are in marked contrast with the sur- 
roundings of their own homes.

Soup, roast beef, mashed potatoes, 
vegetables, coffee and rice pudding dis- 
appeared before the veteran's assault, 
He didn't have the heart to tell the 
boys of 1918 what he thought of the 
soldier meal until It was ended.

BIG INCREASE 
IN FOOD SUPPLY 
IS DEMANDED 

Agricultural Department's Pro- 
Oram for 1918 Points Out 
Needs of Nation and Allies. 



GROW MORE SPRING WKEA 



Necessity of Producing Large Supply 
•f Foods and Feedstuffs Is Empha- 
»l»d — More Hogs Demanded 
— South Is Urged to Feed 
Itself. 



Washington. D. C— The plnniinc of 
an Increased acreage to spring wheat 
and the production of an Increased sup- 
ply of other food products and of live 
•toek, especially hogs. Is recommend- 
ed In a supplementary food production 
program issued by the United States 
department of agriculture. 

This program re-emphasizes and am 
piifies the food-production program 
for mis issued by the department in 
Angust. 1917. and other suggestions 
made In the fail and the first of this 
year regarding Increased pork produc- 
tion and increased production of food- 
•tuffs in the South. Taken in connec- 
tion with the recommendations previ- 
ously made, it suggests in full the pro- 
posals which the department thinks it 
desirable to offer with a view to se- 
cure enough meat and dairy prod- 
ucts, cereals, sugar and other staple 
and perishable foods, wool and cotton 
for the nation. Its armies, and the al- 
lies. It gives suggestions for the ap- 
proaching spring operations, based 
■pon the latest available Information 
as to the condition of the fall-planted 
crops of winter wheat and rye and as 
to the nnmber of meat and dairy ani- 
mals reported for 1917. They repre- 
sent- the best thought of the special- 
ists of the department who have had 
the benefit of advice from agricultu- 
ral leaders throughout the country. 
Our Best Efforts Required. 
"Notwithstanding an Increased pro- 
duction of staple crops in the United 
States in 1917. there is need for more 
food." the program states. "Taking 
Into account onr own needs, the needs 
of the nations associated with us 
this war. and the needs of friendly 
aeotreJ nations, oar best efforts will 
be required to provide enough food tn 
IBIS. Whether the war continues or 
not, the demands on this country, be- 
cause of the increasing population and 
the needs of Europe will be great, 
•specially strong demand will be made 
on this country for meats and live 
stock. In 1917, notwithstanding the 
many difficulties encountered, the 
farmers planted the largest acreages 
In the history of the nation, harvested 
record crops of most things except 
wheat, and succeeded In greatly in- 
creasing the number of live stock.- 

"The situation Is such that ehlef em- 
phasis should be given to the produc- 
tion of the great staple food products, 
with special stress on wheat and hogs, 
the leading war foods." 

The 8outh Is nrged to provide food 
for Its own people and feed for Its live 
stock and then to plant as ranch cotton 
as can well be cultivated and harvest- 
ed. To raisers of bogs and b*»ef ani- 
mals the world need for meats and 
fats Is made clear. Farmers are nrged 
to Join with the men on the ranges In 
providing sheep whose wool Is needed 
to equip soldiers. 

The program discusses the farm la 
bor problem, points out the lines of ef- 
fort for relief, and outlines the activi- 
ties of the federal and state agenclea 
to furnish assistance. 

Spring Wheat. 
In dealing with the que,»] 0 n of 
spring wheat, the program states: 

The acreage of spring wheat should 
be Increased In order to make certain 
H"L W * an adequate supply 

cf wheat for our own uses and U meet 
the needs of the allies. 

"While the area of winter wheat 
■own in 1917 was the largest on record, 
the condition of the crop, as reported 
on Dumber 1, was the lowest ever 
recorded, indicating a probable produc- 
" of only MO.0fJ0.000 bushels

most favorable and where. In some sec- 
tions, they have been decidedly unfa- 
vorable during the past two years. 
North Dakota's acreage In the last five 
years was that of 1917—7.000,000 ; Min- 
nesota's, 3^00.000 In 1917; Montana's, 
890,000 In 1913, and Idaho's, 200,000 In 
1913. North Dakota's record acreage 
In the last five years was 8.350.000 in 
1915; Minnesota's 4.150.000 In 1913; 
Montana's 1.122,000 in 1917, and Ida- 
ho's 375,000 In 1917. North Dakota's 
five-year average (1912-191G) was 
,057.000; Minnesota's 3,995.000; Mon- 
tana's 506,000. and Idaho's 231,000. 
Montana's annual planting has shown 
increases during the last four years as 
follows: 1914-15. 321.000; 1915-10, 
1S5.000; 1910-17. 1S7.000. What these 
states can do this spring it Is dlfilcult 
to determine. 

It Is hoped that many farmers, espe- 
cially in the northern part of the corn 
belt, will Bud It possible to plant fl 
to ten acres additional in wheat. : 
some cases they will plant more. In 
a number of states in the eastern and 
central portions of the country where 
spring wheat has not been grown in 
recent years, the crop is now being re- 
established and it is recommended that 
this movement be encouraged. 

To a small extent the aereage In 
oats, If necessary, could be reduced in 
the Interest of wheat. Likewise, a 
very small portion of the acreage 
which normally would be planted to 
corn in the northern part of the corn 
belt might be sown to spring wheat. 

If the acreage of spring wheat indi- 
cated for some of the states cannot be 
planted, the barley acreage, which Is 
known to grow better In some locali- 
ties, might be increased. The use of 
barley for food is increasing In this 
country and It Is a welcome food In 
Europe. 

Summary of Other Recommendations'. 

Following is a summary of other Im- 
portant recommendations regarding 
cereals, meat, poultry, and perishables. 

Hogs. The number of hogs should 
be Increased by at least 15 per cent 
during the year 1918. 

Sugar. Effort should be made to 
maintain the acreage of sugar cane and 
sngar beets, and to Increase these 
areas in so far as these crops are well 
established or are necessary to sound 
gri cultural practice. 
Production of satisfactory substi- 
tutes for sugar, Including sorghum, 
corn and cane sirup, maple products 
and honey can and should be In- 
creased. 

Sorghum sirup, It is pointed ont, may 
s produced In nearly every state In 
the Union, and Increased production of 
sorghum sweets would enable the pub- 
lic to conserve still further the sugar 
supply in the form most available for , 
transportation to our soldiers. 

Dairy Products. The supply of dairy 
products should bt maintained to meet 
the needs of this country and to help 
supply the Increasing demands of the 
allies. 

Poultry. Poultry production should 
be Increased greatly, especially In back 
yards and on farms where waste mate- 
rial is available and the purchase of 
expensive grains and other material is 
not required. 

Corn. An acreage of corn approxi- 
mately eqnal to that of 1917 should be 
planted, with possible slight reductions 
In certain sections to free areas for 
spring wheat 

Oats, Barley, Rice, Buckwheat and 
Flaxseed. The area In oats should be

Knitted articles in either gray or' 
khaki colored yarn are acceptable to 
the Red Cross for use in the army. 
Yarn and knitting needles may be pro- 
cured either from Red Cross chapters 
or from stores, provided the yarn is of 
the same grade and needles of the 
same size as those described in this 
circular. 

The needles referred to in these di- 
rections are standardized Red Cross 
needles. Their diameter Is given op- 
posite their respective number. 

Knitting Needles No. 1—135-1,000 
inches. 

Knitting Needles No. 2—175-1000 
Inches. 

Knitting Needles No. 3—200-1 000 
inches. 

General Directions. 

Stitches should not be cast on too 
tightly. 

Knitting should be done evenly and 
firmly and ali holes should be avoided. 

Joining should be done by splicing or 
by leaving two or three Inches at 
each end of the yarn to be darned in 
carefully. 

All knots, ridges or lumps should be 
most carefully avoided, especially in 
socks, as they are apt to blister the 
feet. 

Sleeveless Sweater. 

Two and one-half hanks of yarn I 



(% pounds); one pair Red Crose 
needles No, 3. 

Cast on 80 stitches. Knit 2, purl 2 
stitches for 4 inches. Knit plain until 
the sweater measures 25 inches. Knit 28 
stitches, bind off 24 stitches for neck 
loose. Knit 28 stitches. Knit 7 ridges on 
each shoulder, cast on 24 stitches. Knit 
plain for 21 Inches. Purl 2, knit 2 
stitches for 4 Inches. Sew up sides, 
leaving 9 inches for armholes. Two 
rows single crochet around neck and 1 
row single crochet around the arm- 
holes. 

Wrtstlets No. 1. 

One-half hank of yarn (% pound) ; 1 
pair lied Cross needles No. 2. 

Cast on 48 stitches, knit 2 and purl 
2 for 12 inches, and sow up leaving 2 
inches open space for thumb 2 inches 
from the edge. 

Wristlets No. 2. 
One-half hank of yarn pound) ; 4 
Red Cross needles No. 1. 

Cast on 52 stitches on 3 needles* 
16-10-20. Knit 2. purl 2 for 8 Inches. 
To make opening for thumb, knit 2, 
purl 2 to end of third needle, turn; 
knit and purl back to end of first 
needle, always slipping first stSteh; 
turn. Continue knitting back and forth 
for 2 inches. From this point continue 
as at first for 4 inches for the hand. 
Bind off loosely and buttonhole thumb 
opening.

Socrates In pris- 
on, noting the pleasure which he had 
when the fetters were taken off his 
legs, speculated as to how pain and 
pleasure, though opposite, were so 
closely linked that the one seemed al- 
ways to follow on the heels of the oth- 
er. In the same way what Is poison- 
ous in one use Is a means of whole- 
someness In another, nnd divine provi- 
dence turns even to good what wicked 
ness designed for evil. The Germans 
rarely get a chance to kill anyone 
with chlorine gas now. but chlorine gns 
is dally In the British lines making 
water wholesome and safe. 

Saves Thousands of Lives. 

The effort to secure pure water for 
the British armies In the field makes 
one of the fine stories of the war. 
It has saved very many thousands of 
lives by practically hanlshlng water- 
borne disease from our principal front. 
At the outset of the war the British 
Royal Army Medical Corps declared In 
Its mind all water supplies to be sus- 
pect. They were held guilty of Infec- 
tion until they were proved to be in-, 
nocent. A "fool proof" system of mak- 
ing unwholesome water safe by chlor- 
Ination was designed. Then all that 
remained to be done was to provide 
the machinery and chemicals and to 
safeguard against carelessness. The 
first was a matter of supplies, the 
second of discipline. Both were equal 
to the demand made upon them, nnd 
on every front now the general rule 
Is that the men are drinking safe wa- 
ter. 

Chloride of lime was at first the 
standby for water purification. It Is 
efficacious, but water chlorinated with 
It Is not very nice. Now chlorine gas 
has taken its place at big water sup- 
plj- points. It Is Just as efficacious and 
It does not taste the water to the same 
extent. A simple test, in which a non- 
commissioned officer of every unit Is 
trained, tells how much chlorlnatlon 
wuter will need to make It safe. If 
very heavy chlorlnatlon is needed, the 
water after treatment can he deehlori- 
nated nnd Is left pure. The unit's wa- 
ter cart with Its trained sanitary or- 
derly has ail the means of making wa- 
ter wholesome. But the system Is fol- 
lowed where possible of purifying a 
main supply and Issuing from thnt. In 
case of small Isolated bodies of men, 
means of water purification are provid- 
ed in the shape of tablets of acid sul- 
phate of soda. All the old troublesome 
water purifying schemes, such as can- 
dle-filters, which used to be constantly 
breaking down, have heen scrnpped.

Water precaution now Is simple as well 
as effective. 

Food is as carefully looked after by 
the British Royal Army Medical Corps 
as water. Food has to be not only 
pure but appetising and scientific. If 
the food Is not pure it causes sickness. 
If it is not appetizing It causes dis- 
content. If It Is not scientific, «a8 not 
Its proper proportion of proteins and 
fats and carbohydrates, It does not 
keep up the strength of the fighting 
men. 

Has Scientific Basis. 
Probably Thomas Atkins has no 
suspicion that the very generous ra- 
tion ho enjoys has a scientific basis 
carefully calculated In calories; that 
there is a distinct change made In his 
summer and his winter ration, and 
thnt scientists look up Isothermal ta- 
bles and so on when he goes to a fight- 
ing area to decide what his food should 
be. But that Is so. There are sum- 



mer food scales. There is a ration for 
the French front and another for the 
Italian front and another for Salonlca. 
Yet another for Mesopotamia and an- 
other for southwestern Africa. Soine 
people ore accustomed to talk as 
though the Germans had ail the sci- 
ence and were the only people who 
took the food chemist Into council 
The truth Is that the British have a« 
much science but a good deal more hu- 
maneness, and part of the humaneness 
Is to keep the scientific calculations 
In the background. 

In regard to cooking, the Royal Annj 
Medical Corps confess to an Inferiority 
In British skill. As compared with 
the French, we are a nation of bad 
cooks. The most strenuous efforts are 
being made, and have been made for a 
long time, to raise the standard of 
army cooking. It Is very much better 
now than at the start of the war, but 
It still will not stand well In compari- 
son with the general French skill in 
combining economy with savory results. 
But the cooking Is better and will yet 
be better; and when the British army 
come marching home It will have the 
knowledge to raise greatly the stand- 
ard of domestic comfort in Great Brit- 
ain. Thus again, pleasure will follow 
pain and the evils of war bring good 
In their train.
